Scientist Says Trees Can 
Yield Whisky and Food 


New York—A tree to Dr. Robert 
8. Aries is a good drink of whisky, 
nylon stockings, an ink-remover and 
food on the table. 

With a little chemical magic, 
these are new things that can be 
made from wood, What’s more they 
all can be produced from the wastes 
when wood is turned into lumber or 
into pulp for paper, 

Dr. Aries, a consulting chemical 
engineer and research associate at 
the Polythechnic Institute of Brook- 
lyn, has developed methods of do- 
ing these things, and more. Some 
were developed in co-operation with 
Dr. Donald F, Othmer, head of the 
Institute’s chemical engineering de- 
partment, 

One process will make 50 gallons 
of good ethyl (drinking) al¢edhol 
from a ton of sawdust, he gays. Hach 
gallon would cost. only one-third as 


much @es a gallon of alcohol from 
_ grain. 
Drinkers couldn’t tell the differ- 


ence, he declares, A bottle of whis- 
ky could bear the label “made from 
wood, aged in wood,” for wood shay- 
ings could be used to speed up the 
aging process. ; 

One hurdle to:be jumped first, 
however, is a change in United Star 
tes government regulations to per- 
mit sale of whiskies from wood, If 
that were done, Dr. Aries said, a 
plant could easily be started to 


make 10,000,000 gallons of alcohol, 
enough for 25,000,000 gallons of 
whisky, from 200,000 tons of saw- 
dust annually. About 20,000,000 tons 
are wasted every year. .

Most of the 30,000 tons of furfural 
used annually are derived now from 
oat hulls and corn cobs, 

Produces Furfural : 

Dr. Aries has a process to make 
furfural from certain, sugars in 
wood. These sugars come from part 
of the cellulose in, trees,, That par- 
ticular part of the cellulose in soft 
woods doesn’t make good paper pulp 
But it can be converted into pentose 
sugars, and ‘then chemically treated 
to produce furfural, he said... Two 
pulp mills in England and Italy now 
are using the-process, and American 
companies are interested, he added. 

Tree bark is one of the big wastes 
at saw mills and pulp mills. Dr. 
Aries has a new ingenious use for 
the bark, From it he extracts a chem 
ical that can take the ink out of 
newsprint, This new chemical is 
cheaper than chemicals now used to 
de-ink newsprint, he said, The de- 
inking is a big and important bus- 
iness due to the high cost and big 
demand for paper. The bark can save 
trees by meeting some of the de- 
mand for paper, 

In pulp mills, one of the biggest 
headaches is disposing of the waste 
products.. One is sulfite liquor, the 
brew left over from chemicals used 
to extract the cellulose from wood, 
The second big waste is lignin, thé 
chemical cement that ‘holds the cel- 
lulose together in the wood Big 
amounts of these two wastes pol- 
jute rivers and streams. The obvious 
is to find some use for the wastes, 
and turn them into profit. 

By letting bacteria feed on the 
waste liquor, they can be converted 
into yeast and proteins, and even 
into vitamins, Dr. Aries says. As a 
source of B vitamins, wood yeast is 
rivalled only by liver; and ‘by irradi- 
ation, the yeast can also be made a 
gource of vitamin D.

Rather it is the drunk and ‘disorder- 
y* conduct of some of the soldiers visiting town, which 
‘seems to ¥e unnoticed by the powers that be. True, the 
en of Wainwright has one policeman, hut he can not 
be at all ge eg at the same time. Nor do we expect him to 
cope with the situation entirely. : 


All services have their policemen to keep law and or- 


der when the offender happens to be a serviceman, In 
the navy it is Shore patrol, in the airforce, Special Police 
in the Army, Military. Police. No matter their name, 
their duty is pretty well the same. To keep order when- 
ever and ‘wherever they happen to be. We have found 
that a phone call to the military authorities will bring 
into town a crew of. policeman large enough to quell a 
riot. But usually this is too late, for only in extreme 
circumstances will an offender stay around long enough 
to be picked up by the M.P.’s,_.

A Legal Issue : 

Briefly. Mr. Varcoe argued that 
the ban comes within the jurisdic- 
tion of the fedéral parliament be- 
cause it embraces -agriculture, cri- 
minal law and regulation of trade— 
all of which were granted to the 
central authority under the British 
North America Act, :

Affect on Butter 

The big question, of course, is 
whether the Canadian butter indus- 
try will suffer if the Supreme Court 
decides that provinces can legally 
import, manufacture and sell mar- 
garine. _ 

Once believed in government cir- 
cles that this would be the cage, the 
National Dairy Council, which after 
all is vitally concerned, said it would 
maintain a neutral attitude and 
made no representation in the three 
and-a-half day heatring. 

Tt was,evident, one council spokes 
man made known, that Canada can- 
not produce sufficient quantities of 
butter to meet the persistent high 
demand on domestic markets, For 
this reason the council hailed Trade

Confederation Plans 

A  seven-man delegation from 
Newfoundland is in Ottawa prepar- 
ing the ground for the confedera- 
tion of the British colony with Can- 
ada next spring. 

In Ottawa the delegates met Act- 
ing Prime Minister St. Laurent in 
the Senate and later discussed terms 
and definitions of union in private 
meetings with Canadian officials, 

What actually went on behind 
¢«losed doors in Ottawa still is not 
known. Mr. St. Laurent says there 
Wwas an exchange of views on finan- 
cial and legal problems. The meet- 
ings will likely continue during the 
next several weeks, 

Unconfirmed. reports are that the 
Newfoundland delegation asked for 
greater financial assistance than 
was offered in the preliminary terms 
of union laid down by Canada a year 
ago. 

Under these terms Canada under- 
took to take over $63,000,000 of the 
island’s $89,000,000 public debt and 
to extend .tp Newfoundland all ex- 
isting federal services; pay the is- 
land to a transitional grant of $26,- 
250,000 over a period of 12 years to 
assist in improving services which 
ordinarily» come under provincial 
jurisdiction. 

The $63,000,000 represents the 
amount it is estimated Newfound- 
land spent to. build up her railway, 
steamship and other assets which 
Canada will take over.

A Russian school teacher brings 
about an international incident. She 
wished to stay in the United States.

Why did ‘the 
Soviet think it worth while to coerce 
so insignificant a citizen? 

Professor Auto Zhebrak is a scien 
tist of international repute. He had 
pioneered ‘the belief that all heredi- 


‘tary characteristics are controlled 


by genes that are not subject to the 
influence of environment, His stud- 
jes and his public pronouncements 
have influenced the forward think- 
ing in this branch of science, But 
communism believes that environ- 
ment is everything and determines 
everything. How then can a Russian 
scientist hold such views? The ane- 
wer came quite recently, Anton 
Zhebrak publicly recanted the views 
he had given bis Mfe to propagating. 
“IT do not consider it possible,” he 
wrote, “for me to retain views 
which have been recognized as er- 
roneous by thé central committee of 
our party.” To further the abase- 
ment of science before expediency 
all text books have been ordered re- 
vised in line with the party policies 
on this subject. : 
Recently, the Alrchbishop of Can- 
terbury stated thet “in many lands 
there are communists who are prac- 
tising Christians.” Quite possibly 
that ie’ true, Anton Zhebrak could 
be a pure scientist outside of Rus- 
sia or until the. party thinking 
caught up-with him. Possibly there 
are Christian communists even in 
Russia.

Of Butter 


Fifteen million pounds of butter 
will be imported during the next 
four months from Denmark, Amus- 
tralia, and New Zealand, to fill Can- 
adian consumer requirements during 
the period of normal seasonal short- 
age, Approximately 11,000,000 ibs. 

re being imported from Denmark, 

d 2,000,000 pounds each from Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, The initial 
shipment is due this month, and ad- 
ditional supplies will arrive in Nov- 
ember, December and January. 

These purchases are being made 
by the Canadian Commercial Cor- 
poration, which is responsible for 
such government to government 
transactions, and sales will be made 
to the wholesale trade under the dir- 
ection of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. The imported butter 
will sell at Canadian ceiling prices 
already established in various zones 
across Canada. 


The Newfoundiand delegation, it 
appears, may ask for qa higher price 
for the assets rather than an in- 
crease in financial grants.

BREAD AND ROLLS THE 
EASY WAY 

There are two trends in today’s 
living. Some people must always 
have the Jatest model, whether it is 
a car, a dress or a kitchen gadget, 
Others cling to antiques, thinking 
that because a thing is old it must 
be good. The same idea applies to 
food. Many families enjoy the same 
dishes made in the same way, year 
after year while others want var- 
iety and are pleased when the cook 
tries a new recipe. 

The good homemaker keeps ‘the 
best of the old but introduces 
enough of the new to lend variety. 

Bread, the standby in a man’s diet 
used to be made in every home by 
laborious over-night methods and 
baked in out-door ovens built of 
field stones, This method still has a 
place as a tourist attraction but 
there are newer and better ways. 

Nothing can exceed the drawing 
power of th aroma of freshly baked 
bread in bringing the family to the 
table but often that pleasure is den- 
ied them because the homemaker 
considers bread-making too difficult.

A dislocation is the displacement of one or more of the bones of a joint The joints most frequently dislogss- 
ed are those of the shoulder, elbow, thumb, fingers and lower jaw. 


SIGNS AND SYMPTOMS:

2. Loss of power in the joint.

The Canadian Vocational Training 
Advisory Council, now meeting in 
Ottawa, was asked today to aasist in 
the furthering of a vocational train- 
ing plan in Canadian penitentiaries, 
The plan now being carried out 
was outlined by J. A. McLaughlin, 
Assistant Commissioner of Peniten- 


at the opening of the second day of 
the three-day conference, 

The assistance of the Council was 
asked in arranging trade tests for 
prisoners who had completed ‘their 
vocational training just prior to 
their release. This was necessary 
Mr, Mclaughlin explained in order to 
.facilitate their employment, and to 
give them confidence in their own 
ability in the trade they had learned. 

Vocational Training was ¢ommen- 
ced in the fall of 1947 in St. Vincent 
de Paul and Collins Bay Penitentiar- 
ies, Mr. McLaughlin told the Council 
The project was started as an ear- 
nest effort to aid prisoners in their 
rehabilitation as useful law abiding 
citizens. Success in this endeavour, 
Mr. McLaughlin pointed out would 
be of benefit to society as.a whole 
and help to reduce the cost to the 
taxpayer of repeating offenders.
